HERE are almost as many kinds of catarrh as 
there are people. By this, I mean that the trouble 
wo call nasal catarrh manifests itself in many 
ways. 


There may be stoppage of the nose, dropping of 


mucus into the throat, clearing the throat, coughing in 
the morning;, dryness of the throat, sneezing, etc., etc. 


Some climates seem to predispose to catarrh. Damp 


and changeable weather aggravates the trouble. 


Catarrh is duo to frequent and neglected colds. The 


way to avoid catarrh is to avoid the colds. On this ac- 
count there are certain rules of daily conduct which • 
cannot be repeated too often. 


You cannot afford to f^> about with wet feet, or to live in dusty, 


smoky or ill-ventilatc'd rooma. Wotting the hair just before Roing out-of- 
doors will result In evaporation, chilling 
of the scalp and nasal congestion. Neg- 
lected adenoids will produce an endless 
chain of catarrhal symptoms. 


When you go home from the office. th« 


street, or a public gathering, wash your 
face with soap and water, and wash 
out the outer nostrils. This practice will 
save YOU from many a cold, and per- 
haps spare you the annoyance of nasnl 
catarrh. 


In and of Itself catarrh Is not such a 


dreadful thing. But when there Is such 
thickening of the nasal tissues as to 
block the passages, mouth-breathing Is 
Inevitable, of course. This Is uncom-

For 
the former, the pattern Is traced, then 
covered wtth hot wax, then the egg 
Is put into the dye bath, after which the. 
wax Is melted oft and the color set by 
Immersing the egg in hot water. The 
eggs are boiled first. 


The silhouette eggs are done by trac- 


ing tho black figures and painting the 
spaces in a delicate color botween the 
black figures or groups.
